TROUBLE IN THE RA.NKS. 



ICelly's Labor Army Contains a Con- 
tiuffeut That is Very 
Sissatislled. 



Mntiaons Threats— Plot to Assassinate 
the General In .Com- 
mand. 



Walnot, lowft, April 21.— IColly'a army 
drilled Into ^Volnut with 'J3 compauiea ro- 
preaonting 93,5 men in a state of mutiny so 
far us the Sacramento division is cOBoerncd 
Gen. Kelly and Col. Speed had some trouble, 
this morning, which may result in a dis 
ruption. Gen. Kelly ordered Col. Speed to 
the rear of the lino to look after 
the deeertera and he refuaod, aay- 
int,' that he was footsore and 
afoot, Kelly applied an epithet to 
Speed, and, spurring his horse in the direc- 
tion of Speed, told him to go, or he would 
run over him rough shod. Speed became 
angry and refused to obey, saying that he 
would not move a step further until un an- 
derstanding was had as to how much fur- 
ther such a Course upon the purt of Kelly 
was to be pursued. General Kelly took pos- 
session of the commiBsary departm'ent and 
returned to the rear bimseU. Upon ar- 
riving here the Sacramento and San 
Francisco oompanles separated into two 
bodies. Hot words were exohao|;ed and 
trouble was threatened. General Kelly 
called a council of captains, and at a court- 
martial, by a vote of 20 to .3, Speed was re- 
duced to the ranks. When this was an- 
Dounoed the Sacramento men revealed their 
irritation by cries and indulged in flings at 
Kelly, liiid insinuations that he had not 
been fair in distributing the money collect- 
ed for tho army, and also the food and 
clothing. The Sacramento men fol- 
lowed up their cries with a rush 
for the comiiiiaaary (juirtora, but 
were stopped hy Colonel SpLod, who 
spoUo to them, aaUirg peace ;uid liopiut; for 
the good of the cause that no trouble would 
lU. He decliired, however, that lie had 
boon snubbed and abused since he loft the 
const with the army. Partiality had been 
shown In the ,S,i,n Fnincisoo r<'g:ment, and tte 
raniento regiment liadbeeu diaoriminated 
against in the distribution of clothes and 
rations ond even in transportation. General 
Kelly, he asserted, hud pnt San Francisco 
men forward. Goneral Kelly, he also de- 
lared, had §1,000 collected along the route 
iitl had refused to make a diviaion or 
account for it when asked. Ciies of "Wo 
want the money" went up from tho Sacra- 
mento men. Tliey called the San Francisco 
men "Snnd lot aoup fiends," and vilo and 
profane epithets wore exoliangcd. The 
sticks whieh the men used in oarryiup their 
blankets and bods were loosened and knives 
wore displayed. Tho sitaatton was critical. 
Either side seemed to lack the word to bo- 
gin the fight, when the opportune' arrival of 
citl;;ens who urged a cessation of hostilities 
stayed the trouble. General Kelly tlicn 
spoke, and said that he was sorry to see an 
exhibition of dirty linen made In public. It 
was not a qaestion of who should lead, but 
of goiog to Washington, This trouble, he 
said, arose throngn jealousy. Speed had 
been tried and reduced to the runUs by a 
vote of20to3. Gen. Kolly added that he 
would go to Washington alone, if necessary. 
" We will go with you " shouted fully 
two-thirds of the men. General Kelly 
went on to any that if anybody in 
the Sacramento diviaion was diapleuscd 
ho should not attempt mutiny through sel- 
(iah motives. The curao of labor, tho world 
over, had been suoli people. If tho soldiers 
were willing or ar.xicms to follow Speed, 
they could tin so, and he (Ivelly) would go 
home. "No "went up, in which about a 
tliouaand voices joined. Ucn. Kelly then 
called the meu to prepare dinuer, and said 
ho hoped they could reconcile their ditl'er- 
eiiees after they had eaten and talked 
the affair over. After dinner the San Fran- 
Liiseo men led out in the niiircli for the 
Atlantic. Col. Speed, followed with hia 
lynipaihisera who nuuibor about ;iOU, which 
ii about one-half of the Sacramento division. 
Tho Atlantic is where Speed threatens to 
force a division for tho spoils of food, cloth- 
ing and 000 in cash. More desertions 
followed here at the warlike display and 
talk of uppoiilini; to tho Governor for tho 
militia was indulged in. 

Atlantic, Ioiv:\, April 21, — Tho indus- 
trial army arrived hero this evening in two 
divisions. The first column was headed by 
General Kelly with 800 men, followed by 
General Speed with 400 of the Sacramento 
orps. Atlaotio city received the men and 
(|uartered them at tho fair ground with 
aiiipio provisions to last during the 
stay here to-morrow. The Kelly-Speed 
dilhculty is in status quo. Gen Speed at- 
tempted to leave the fair grounds this even- 
ing, but was halted by one of Gen. Kelly's 
sentries. A claph was imminent, bat Mayor 
Whitney interfered in time to prevent the 
exchange of blows. Tho mayor informed 
Speed that if ho desired to avoid arrest to 
remain in tho camp, and he did so. It is 
understood that he will undertake to-mor- 
row to capture a train and leave Kelly be- 
hind. 

An unBUCccBsful attempt was made to as- 
snssinate Gen. Kelly to-night. Tho uirtvir 
has been kept quiet in camp oirclea. It 
leaked out through an anonymous letter 
received by the general in timo to foil the 
plana. About S c'clooU Gen. Kelly 
aiartad from tho grounds for the 
city and was met by a soldier with o mes- 
sage from the Sacramento corpa. The mes- 
sage stated that ii scheme had. been laid to 
slug the General, rob him of hia money and 
kill him, leaving tho impresaion that 
highway men had dono tho job. 
Friends escorted him to tho city. 
General Kelly, in speaking of this, 
occurrence said that ho had private infor- 
mation that there were several anarchists 
among the Sacramento men, and that he 
desired to drive them out of the army at 
once. No further, trouble is ontioipated to- 
night. _ 

BULLET PaOOF COAT. 

The German inrentlon SaecesBftiUy Put to a 
■ Very Severe Test. 

BkrliN, April 21 — The Mannheim tailor, 
Dowo, gave an exhibition of his bullet proof 
coat yesterday before the Surgeon's Congress 
now in session hero. Tho bullet, fired at a 
25 foot range, failed to penetrate the coat or 
even startle Dowe, who was inaideit, When 
the tost was over Dowe was applauded 
heartily and several members of the con 
greas spoke flittoringly of hie invention. 



RIOTOUS SOniALISTS. 

lluniiarliin Workmen Attack the Oily Hull 
to Becover Fussesslon of Coinpro- 
mIslDg Documents. 

BCDA PE.STII, April 24 —On Sunday ."JOO 
workmen marched to the town hall of 
Holdmezo, Vuaharhedi county, /^ongad, on 
Lake Hodez, with the declared intention of 
recovering documents, etc , belonging to 
tho Bocialiat leaders, which were recently 
aoizod. Tho outhoritiea muatered a force of 
gona d'armoa to reaist tho attack. Upon 
tlioir arrival at tho town hull, tho spokes 
man of the mob asked for tho return of tho 
pimipblots', etc., claiming that they had 
been illegally seized. 

Tho authorities warned tho workmen that 
force would be used unless they abandoned 
their threats. The mob refused to disperse, 
and the gens d'armes wore obliged to charge. 
Tho police were met by a shower of stones 
and driven back and a number injured. 
Tho municipal authoritiea called for a de- 
tachment of troops which had been held in 
reserve in anticipation of a serious diaturb- 
unco. Tho gens d'armes made another at- 
tempt to disperse tho mob, but wy:o ogain 
repulsed. Tho military were drawn up In 
front of tho town hall and the mob was 
warned unlesa they diapered the troops 
would firo upon thorn. Tho only reply was 
a volley of stouea fired at the military. 

The military was then ordered to load 
with blank cartridges and a volley was fired 
at the rioters. The latter, seeing that no 
one was killed or wounded, continued ston- 
ing the troops, and the order was then 
given to load with ball. A second volley 
was fired into the mob, wounding six 
severely and slightly wounding a number of 
bystanders. One of the wounded men will 
die. After this volley a detachment of huz- 
zirs charged tho mob with drawn swords, 
riding down the rioters, pricking a number 
with swords and driving them away from 
the town hall. Tho huzzars also arrested 
sixty. The prison is strongly guarded. The 
streets are still being patrolled by tho huz 
z»ra and by the gens d'armes, and reinforce- 
ments are being sent, as further trouble is 
erpcoted.

AT ENGLISHMAN'S EIYER. 



Premier Davie Addresses a Thor- 
oufflily Kepreseutative Meeting 
of the Settlers. 



Policy of the Government and Caii- 
(lldature of Mr. Bryden Enthu- 
siastically Eudorsed. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 

I'Iniii.ishman's Rivkr, April 24. — A well- 
attended and thoroughly reprecentative 
meeting of settlers in this part of the dis- 
trict of North Nanaimo was bold in the 
school- room this afternoon, the hall being 
crowded. Henry Pillar wos called to the 
chair, and invited Premier Divie and the 
government candidate for tho district, John 
Bryden, to seats on the platform. Hon. Mr. 
Davie, as in his addresses of the two pre- 
vious evenings, made a comprehenaive re- 
view of tho acts of his administration, mak- 
ing full explanation of those prominently 
criticised by the opposition, his oudience 
showing'by their frttjuent and hearty applause 
that tho explanations ho cfTered were aa 
faatiafactory as they w«re luoid. Mr. 
Bryden, in hia address, made a very favor- 
able impresaion, and will be a strong favor- 
ite in this section. 

Several questions bearing upon matters 
directly afl'ecting this district had been pre- 
pared for aubuiisaion to the lender of the 
Givernmunt and Ciudif'ato Bryden, and 
iheao were anawerod very iully by both. A 
reaolutiou cndor'iing Mr. Bryden's candi- 
dature as a supporter of tho Divie Govern- 
ment v/aa then moved by W. II. 
Lees, seconded by Richard Walhice, 
and carried by a standing vote, only four 
persona voting contrary. 

It appears that at the opposition meet- 
ing held at this place last Saturday 
only eight persons were present, de- 
Kpito tho great efforts which were 
made to get a crowd together ond the 
endorfiatiou of tho general policy of tho 
opposition published in their organ as 
having been then made without a dissent- 
ing voice, was by these eight only.

LONDON BAKERIES. 

Unennltary Condlilims Tinder Which the 
Bread Supjily "f the tireat Jletropolia 
la Jfiiuufactured. 

London, April 24. — It ia announced as a 
result of the indignation creatcil by the re- 
port of tho sanitary inatituto regarding the 
conditions under which the bread eaten by 
the people of this city is produced, tho gov- 
ernment baa decided to appoint a aeleot 
oomuiitteo of tho House of Commons 
to invostigato, According to the re- 
port five-sixths of all tho bread consumed in 
London is produced in cellar bakeries, not 
more than six foot high, ten feet long and 12 
foot wide. Sower gas enters through drains 
opening in tho floor, while further polution 
is caused by ground air and damps sucked 
up into the heated cellar through the floor- 
iuR-

San FiiANCisco, April 24. — Tho cele- 
bration of the Odd Fellows' jubi- 
lee commenced last night in Odd Fel- 
lows' hall with a competitive drill.

Ottawa, April 24.— Although several 
days have eUpaed sinco the Dominion Gov- 
ernment asked tho Imperial authoritiea to 
send a man-of-war to notify tho Canadian 
sealers that the regnlations adopted, by tho 
Paris tribunal will be enforced M<:y 1, no 
reply has yet been received from London. 
As only tiix days now remoin before tho 
commenooment of the close season, Sir C. H. 
Tupper ia hopeful that no eeizurea will bo 
made of Canadian vtaaels for alleged in- 
fractions of tho regulations until after due 
notice has been given to the vessels. 

Seventeen members of tho Bisley team 
have accepted positions. Gunner Turubull, 
who won a place in tho first twenty, has not 
yet signified hia intention of goiog. It is 
now stated that Major Markham, of the 
New Brunswick cavalry will command tbe 
team. 

The (jiieation of swearing witnesses was 
disposed of to-day.

The Government's motion to take Thurs- 
day for public business has been aasented to.

TJkNCOUVEB 
VANConvEB, April 24.— Britieh Columbia 
is to have another big boom; so say those 
whose special hobby is forecuatingtho future. 
Their chief reason for maKiag this aaacrtion, 
and a very plausibln one it Beems, is that on 
the completion of the Nicaragua ounal, 
freight rates between the Old and the Now 
World will drop bo materially, that BritiBli 
Golambia and the entire coast country will 
eventually become the main aouroe of supply 
in lumber, wood pulp, etc., for the Europoun 
markets. This is the way it ' is oxplaiaed: 
It now takes a sailinc voHael scvcrnl nioolha 
to reach England from Vancouver around 
the Horn. By way of the Nicaragua canal, 
the passage can bo mudo in about GO daye 
withouts trane-shippitig, while steamers can 
make the canal in eight days, and from the 
canal to England in sixteen. It'is said that 
the Canodian Picifio railway iu coujunotion 
with a lino of fust ett'uiiiura, could allord to 
fix rates botwecn Ktitiflh Columbia and 
England, ct liijurt a corroaponding with the 
preaout rutea liotu-eiiu VLiucouvor, li.C. and 
San Franciaco. lleroLoforo wood pulp has 
buon mainly supplied to I'^uropeiin iiinrkets 
from AuBtiia, and the ciu-f^o trans-Qhippcd 
live or six liini:a in paaaago. By tlio 
aid of the N o^irngua canal the ooaat would 
far outHirip uU cumpuiitorH, aa the paper 
pulp of Britiih (Joluinbia and l'u;;ol Sound 
mudo from iha fainoua gumlcua spruce, is 
auparior to any pulp in Iho market, and thii 
same may bo said of tlio Cottonwood used 
in the niaiiufacture of tine quality paper, 
as well aa the wood for block paving used so 
extonaively in the largo European cities. 
Eastern States and Canada will beuetic from 
the shorter distance and lower ratoa of the 
canal route, but not so materially aa the 
Pacific coast, whose ahippers will be Drought 
in direct competition with their hitherto 
invulnerable rivala of the Old World. The 
mining aa well aa the lumber buaiuesa will 
be given a tremendous impetus. Without 
going into details, there is a very large 
waste in the smelting of British Columbia 
ores, zino, copper, gold, less than $5 to the 
ton, beaides numerous ohemioal propertiea 
are not returned by the smeltera to the 
shippers, while in Swansea, Wales, every- 
thing of value in the ore is extracted and 
utilized. Again, the Canadian Paoifio rail- 
way are reported to have said that they 
will be able, in conjunction with steamers 
on the Nicaragua canal route, and their 
branch lines into the mining country, to 
thip ores to Swansea as cheaply as to San 
Franoisoo. This seema almost incredible, 
but there is no doubt that the future of the 
Canadian Paoifio country in the handa of a 
sanguine optimist can bo painted with tha 
material to hand in bewildoriugly attractive 
colors. 

The St. George's aocietiea (there are two 
in Vancouver, celebrated their day in the 
uaual way yesterday. The St. George's 
society organized in the early days of Van- 
couver, of which Mr. Hammeraley is presi- 
dent, banqueted in royal atyle, the company 
being entertained by numerous excellent 
aingers, members of the society.

Appearing by Tbonsaiids in the Eastern 
States— The Ground Fiilrly Per- 
forate d. 

New York, April 21.— Tho sevontoen 
year loouats have appeared by thouaands, 
coming up through holea in the ground 
whioh looked aa though mado with a cane 
and varying from one to three feet in depth. 
At sunaot the larvae again retired to tho 
holes. If the weather is warm thoy will be 
able to olimb this week and then tho destruc 
tion of young folisgo will begin. Thoy nrn 
preoiaely like those which appeared in 1877 
xhe larvae from under moss have been Bhui- 
tered in perfectly formed clay nests similar 
to wasps. Tho average depth at which they 
are now found is one foot, ebowiDg that thoy 
Iiava travelled from two to three feet within 
two weeks, Ltrge numbers have beon dis- 
covered in Illinois and Missouri within a 
few days. 

WILL NOT LEAVE KOME. 

The Pope Determined to Bemain In Borne to 
Onard the Tomb of the Apostle. 

Rome, April 24, — The Popo received the 
Spanish biahopa yoaterdsy morning. He 
spoko to them at aomo length on Free 
Masonry, whoao growth in Franco, Italy 
and Spain he greatly deplored, Tho Bishop 
of Vittoria mentioned the offer of the Vit- 
toria municipal authorities to give the Pope 
a refuge in case be should feel obliged to 
leave Rome. His Holiness replied that he 
should remain at Rome to guard the tomb 
of the Apoatle, 

The Spanish pilgrims, whose pilgrimage 
to Rome haa extended over the past fort- 
night, have given nionoy contributions to 
the Pope aggregating 1,200,000 francs. The 
Bishop of Anton, France, has been elevated 
to the oardinalate. The Vatican is informed 
that, although the Bundarath will reject 
the bill paaaed by the Reichstag, permitting 
the return of the Jesuits to Germany, :hc 
Berlin Government has decided to permit 
that privilege to persona who have-.%&en ex- 
pelled, 

FOREIGN CATTLE IN ENGLAND. 

The (3overinnr-nt Dndlne to Accede to the 
Demanil of tlu' FarniRrs for Their 
SliUi^hter on Laiidlng. 

LoNuo.v, April 21. — The Govornn)ent 
Board of Agriculture to-day adopted a for- 
mal reply. to the delegation of farm era and 
cattle raisers, whioh asked that, except un- 
der special conditions, all live cattle brought 
to England, Scotland and Ireland or Wales, 
should be oompulsorily slaughtered at the 
port of landing. Tho reply, which la signed 
by Hon. W. Gardner, president of the board, 
says that pleuro pneumonia is the only dis- 
ease against which slaughter at the ports 
<i'ould afford n fall measure of security. 
Under the present laws there are ample 
safeguards sgaioat the introduction of this 
disease, and as conjpulsury slaughter would 
bo decidedly dolriiiiontal to commerce the 
Government cannos accede to the demands 
of the deleg ition. 



Lc C'oron'it Dealli It.'orrobornlcd. 
Nkw Youk, April 2t. — l^rivuto advices 
recoivod hero contain information that dis- 
poBca of all questions concerning tho report- 
ed death of Major Le Caron, the Irish Na- 
tionalist spy and informer, doubts concern- 
ing whose domiao wero expreaaod by an 
English paper.

STOCKS IN NEW lORK. 

Market Firm In Symrathy With a Slight 
Adrtine.o In London. 

Nkw Yobk, April 24, — The stock market 
opened tolerably firm in sympathy with a 
alight advance in pricoa ot London and on 
tho execution of moderate buying ordera 
from that centre, but tho extension of tho 
labor troubles, which are being magnfied by 
the " bears " as much aa possible for specu- 
lative effect, led to a rapid change in the 
tone of the market. A general decline iu 
prices occurred under a fairly sharp preaauro 
to sell for both tho "long" and "abort" 
aocounta. The downw&rd movement waa 
accelerated by a sudden drop of three points 
in Diatillera to 23 on tho announcement that 
the deoiaion in tho Gottachalk case on the 
question of rebatoa had been decided againat 
tho company, and alao by reports from 
Chicago that Atiorney-Goueral Ma- 
lonoY would render hia dcjiaion in the 
quo quarranto matter, and that it would bo 
adverse to the trust. Chicago Gaa atcck de- 
clined from 67. \ to Qb'l. After the cloao of 
the oxchauge it waa learned that Attorney- 
General Malonoy's decihiou waa not only 
against the trust, but that it was alao of a, 
very sweeping character, and thoro waa 
much conjecture as to tho tfTeot upon the 
stock to morrow.

MERE SUSPICION. 

One of the tricks of the Times is to make 
a gneaa or a random aaaertion and then to 
draw inferenoea from it as if it were the un- 
doubted truth. It has done this in the oaae 
•of Mr. Brown's retirement. It suspects that 
the Government were instrumental in pro 
curing Mr. Brown's retirement. It has not 
a aingle fact on which to ground even 
A Buapioion, and yet it abuaea the 
<}overnment for havint; driven Mr. Brown 
out of the political field, with as much as- 
'Surance aa if it v/a-i in pnaaeasion of incon- 
toatablu proof that the alteinutivo of leuv 
ing the public acrvice or retiring from the 
political field was procured at the suggestion 
of aome member or members of the Pro- 
vincial Government or their frienda in Ot 
tawa. Nothing could be mora dishonest 
than this. It is, not to put too fine a point 
on it, a very moan and a very danger- 
ous form of lyinj;. If tho Times 
has any thing that can be fairly 
regarded as evidence to show that there is a 
particle of truth in its acouaatioD, let it 
.produce that proof. Wo do not beliovo that 
•flithor it, or anyone in tho Province or out of 
it, can do ao. But it suits what tho Timea 
oonaiders the interest of its party to create 
the inipresaioD that Mr. Brown's retirement 
v/aa brought about by tho Government And 
it, without a single scruple, roundly asserts 
thatsnch was the cjse. What is the differ 
enoe between this and downright lying. 

In order to give its baaeleaa assertion the 
■appearance of probability, the Times aaaerta 
that the Hon. Mr. Davie threatened to have 
pressure brought to bear upon Mr. Brown 
from Ottawa. We are assured that thia ia 
not true. Mr. Davie never uttered a 
threat of that nature or anything that had 
tho appearance of a throat. But thia makes 
no dilToronce with our entorpriaing con 
temporary. Suspicion is all the proof it 
wants. 



THE BRITISH WA Y. 

British Chancellors of the Exchequer pro 
claim their deficits in advance and provide 
against them long before they are realized. 
Sir William Harcourt estimated tho deficit 
for the year 1891 5 to bo aomewlioro about 
§22, 500, 000. How thia estimated dofiuit 
waa to bo met waa tho great problem which 
he bad to solve. Half of the money he pro- 
poses to take from the. fund set apart for 
naval defence and not yet needed. The re 
malnder he proposes to raise from three 
flourcea. He intends to consolidate and in 
crease tho death duties; tho income tax is to 
bo increased and now taxes on beer and 
spirits are to be imposed. Thia way of 
making revenue and expenditure meet ap 
pears to be; simple enough on paper but Mr. 
<}oaoheD; who ia one of the proateat livinR 
Authorities on finance, said that tlio budget 
contained as complicated proviaions as had 
over been aubmitted to Parliament, and he 
predicted that the proposed regulation of 
«he death duties would occupy the entire 
neaston. It, however, aeema to bo generally 
admitted that Sir William's budget is por 
haps as satisfaotory a ono as could under 
tho cirouniatancea bo made. Tho regulation 
of the niuion'a linancea just now is moro 
than commonly diUlcult. Timea are hard 
•and biiBlnBB8,,tljo}i«h revlying, is not brisk, 
and increased expenditure, prinotpally on 
-.the navy, is demanded by the nation. Ke- 



A GOMPARISON. 

The lovers and admirers of republican 
inatitutiona and the hatera and contemnera 

of those that are monarchical and aristo- 
cratic, will no doubt be surprised to know 
that a sound republican newspaper printed 
in New York and circulating prinoipally in 
the United Statea, said very recently, when 
making a oompariMn between the United 
States Senate and the British House of 
Jjords : "In fact, tho American Senate is 
a much loss popular, or a much more uu- 
popular body thau tho British House of 
Lords." 

When comparing the late action of the 
two bodies, this faigh-daas Amerioikn news- 
paper aaye : 

Tho Senate ia much more obnoxious than 
tho Peers to the charge of caring nothing 
for the country and of being virtually irre- 
apouaiblo to the people, to whom, in theory 
ut least, it ia reaponaible, though the respon- 
sibility ia enforced in a oirouitous manner 
and at long intervals of time. 

The businesa of the whole country Buffered 
from the uncertainty what would be the 
fate of tho silver bill, and demanded that a 
speedy solution should be reached, while 
Sunatora, tliooretionlly ssrvanla of the peo- 
ple, uoro making interminable apeeohca, 
uvu«-(fdl> fur tlip purpose of delay, though 
they know ihat the dehky wua very iujurioua 
to the country. The buaiueaa of the ooun- 
try haa autlV-rcd ainue beeauHO of the uucer- 
taluiy of laritr letdalatiou. it ia agreed 
upon all hunda thiit ueitlior tho eiiuctniunl 
nor tho rejuotiou of tho Wiluon bill couUl 
have so paralyzing an ellout upon industry 
and trade aa tliu uncertainty whether it will 
succeed or fail. Yet Senators, piirfectly 
aware of the mlirhicf their delay was doing, 
were for ail those weary weeka Bmotlierin;^ 
tho bill, not in open Senate, where every 
Senator would bo hold accountable for his 
propoaitiona and hie actiona, but in tho 
hugger-mugger of a committee room wliero 
the authorahip of propoaals, dictated like 
the course of aeveral Senators of ailvor, by 
tho personal interests of the proposore, was 
not avowed and waa not oxpeoted to bo 
divulged. 

It cannot be aaid that the House of Lnrad 
exorcise their powers in thia secret way. 
W hat they do iaopenlydone, and despite what 
their enemies aayof them, they aro generally 
actuated in what they do by a high senae of 
honor and by deep and sincere patriotiem. 
If the British Peers had BOted with reapect 
to any important measure in the way that 
tho United Statea Senators did when the 
ailver bill waa before them, and as they aro 
doing now in the matter of the tariff bill, 
the length of their existence aa an oatato of 
the realm could very easily be calculated. 
The demand for the abolition of the Houso 
of Lords would be loud, and it would be 
general ; and Parliament would have no 
other oonrsa open to it than to obey the 
mandate of the people as ((uiokly as the 
forms of legislation would permit. 



or hardship they miiy be b'ompelldd to en- 
dure. Cozey and his associates are fully 
aware of this feeling In their favor and they, 
no doubt, calculate upon it to prevent their 
being driven by force out of tho Diatriot of 
Columbia or any other part of the United 
States in' whiah tbe'y may assemble in largo 
numbers; 

The'ChioBgo Tribune is already asking: 
" What will the troops do ? Will they stay 
in the Capital and around it ?" It doea not 
venture to advise that the invadera bo 
driven out of the Capital by iorce. All that 
it undertakes to say is this: - 

"The result of the march ought not to bo 
BO satisfactory to those who have taken part 
in it aa to encourage other dcmonstrutiona 
of tho same kind. On tho contrary, it 
would be for tho best good of by far the 
greater number, if tho movement prove so 
disastrous to those engaged in it that the 
thing will not be repeated for many years 
to come." 

Strange as it may appear to intelligent 
people, there aro hucdreda of thouaunda of 
United Statea eiti/.^ua who cannot aeo that 
tho object of tho journey of tho industrials 
to Washington is utterly impracticable. 
They oaniiot be made to understand that it 
ia out of tho power ot tho Government of 
tho United Statea to create five hundred 
millions of dollars and to spend it in giving 
work to tho unemployed. They aro firmly 
of opinion that all that tho Government has 
to do is to sot the printing preesea agoing 
aud that the people will eagerly take every 
dollar that is struck off at its face value. 
They really believe that the Government of 
the United Statea ia omnipotent, that I ho 
laws of trade do not ulVeul it luiil tluit it 
hna only to aay tho word iiud paper wliich 
ia intrioaically worth very little becomes 
worth many limes its weight in gold. Vet 
many of theao men i>ro old enough to re- 
member what greenbicka were worth in tho 
laat ye.ira oi the civil wlvp, and thouaiiuda of 
them, when they wish to cenv«y the idea 
that a thing ia utterly worthleee, say that 
it is " not worth a oontinenlal." Yet the 
Continental was just such money as they 
want tho jovornnient of the United Statea 
to manufactuiu. 



THB INDUSTRIAL ARMY. 

People Iq tho United States are beginning 
to wonder whut i.-i to become of the lodua- 
trial Army. What la tn bo done with tho 
boat of idle men when they reach Washing- 
ton? The different contingents are not 
making rapid progress, but they are still 
moving. The army is not enonmbered with 
baggage. Tho men expect to be fed and 
supplied with neeceBsariea by the people of 
the statea through which they pass, and 
they demand transportation of the railway 
companies with as much confidence as if 
they had the oash to pay for the oars they 
propose to fill. 

Tho people have been wonderfully patient 
and liberal, biit, notwithstanding the hoa- 
pitality with which they have been treated, 
tho Eoldiera liave suffered a good deal. Tho 
further east they travel, tho lessfriendly aud 
sympathetic are tho inhabitants. They fear 
and evidently with good reason, that 
large bodies of unemployed men who 
aro wholly destitute are a menace 
to the towns and cities at which 
they halt. Coxey haa been very cold- 
ly received in Maryland. Tho contritiutions 
are few and Ihe men are evidently out of 
heart. Kolly was on Sunday at a place in 
Iowa called Noila ; tho people treated them 
woU. But at Council Bluffa he spoko as if 
thoir progress through the land waa not to 
be always peaceful. He ia reported as say- 
ing : " 'My comrades, wo may have trouble 
before wo reach Washington. Some of us 
may never return. It may bo you or it may 
be me, and I have no doubt it will be somo 
of na.' Here he paused for a moment. Tho 
two thousand men who eurroundod him be- 
canio still aa death. Then ho continued : 
" All revolutions have their baptisms of 
blnod, and I do Dot expoot this one will be 
an exception to the rule.' " 

It muat be paid that, ao far, there are 
very few complaints of the conduct of the 
induatriala from the people of tho States 
through which they pass. They have ro- 
epooted tho property of tho inhabilanta of 
tho country, and we do not read of thoir 
committing crimes of violence. But if, aa 
Kelly seems to apprehend, the army of the 
Induatriala resiat the troops of the United 
States, the conscquenoes, both direct and 
indirect, cannot but be serious. Tho undis- 
ciplined crowd, without arms or ammu- 
nition or anpplles, will be soattered like 
chaff before the- wind. But it aeeina' almoBt 
certain, that the aympathies of a laifge pro- 
portion of the voting population of tho 
States will be with tho routed in- 
dustrials. It ia amazing to obaervo 
tho numbers who sympathize with tho army 
and wish them well. Those people may 
disapprove of any measures which the Gov- 
ernment may see fit to take to disperse tho 
,qrqw,dB o{,tbe,i|idnB|rialB an^ may, resent^ as 
an injury done to themaelvea any suffering 



THE NEWFOUNDLAND IM- 
BROGLIO. 

Affairs in Newfoundland are still in a 
very singular condition. The Government 
which directs its affairs has been repudiated 
by the House of Assembly, and it ia well 
known that it doea not represent anything 
like a majority of tho people. Tho Houae 
of Aessmbly hna been prorogued until Juno. 
By that time it ia auppoaed that tho mem- 
bers of the majority will be all unseated by 
the oourta and then either a diasolution or a 
large number of by-eleotions will give them 
a chance of securing a majority in tho Ij''gis- 
lature. 

Tho nature of the cffencea of which tho 
members and aupportcra of tho late White- 
way Government were guilty are set forth 
in the following deoision of Judge Winter 
in tho ease of Messrs. Woods and Moores, 
who were unseated and dit qualified : 

1. Tho charges ugainat tho reapondenta aa 
to giving employment to large numbers of 
men, in order to induoe them to vote, is 
held to be sustained against both respond- 
ents. 

2. Tho charge ogiinst the reapondent 
Woods of gi%ing employment to voteru in 
tho district of bay do Verde, with the ob- 
ject of inducing them to vote, is alto held to 
be suBtained. 

;i. The charges of bribery against the re- 
apoudenta in the caaos of Cbarlra Tren- 
chard, Michael Gear and Mosea King are 
held to be austained. 

4. The charges in the caaes of Joseph 
Vale, William Snelgrove, and Frederick 
Snelgrove, are held not to be proven. 

5. Tho charge in the caae of William 
Loekyer is held not to be austained. 

As to promises made by order of tho Com- 
missioners, there ia not sufficient proof of 
agency, and in the caae of Job Green, the 
court ia not satisfied aa to the proof of cor- 
rupt motive. Aa to the charges of undue 
Influence on the part of the CummissionerB 
there is not sufficient legal tvidence of 
agenoy to connect tho reapondenta with it. 
The charges are therefore held not to bo 
auatained. 

Aa to aendiug voters by rail from St. 
.lohu'fl, tho charge of bribery ia fully sua- 
tained, and tho ajjency of Mr. Morris estab- 
lithed ; though without tho knowledgn of 
tho respondents. Tho petitioner ia ontitlod 
to coats as tn the char^ua auatained, but as 
to costs on the other obargee not sustained, 
tho Court will hear upon it. 

" Vkhdic'T : — Tho respondents nro fiuilly 
of corrupt practices by themaelvea, and by 
their agonis, both with and witliout their 
knowledge. 

" Certain persona will bo found to have 
been guilty of corrupt practices, but tho 
Court will, under tho atatuto, eummona 
them, and hear them before reporting. 

" The court will consider aa to whether or 
not a report will be made that corrupt prao- 
tices, to a largo extent, prevailed in the 
eleciion of Hay do-Verde."

Movemouts of Gtlier Ki'ifraJes of the 
Marching: Mass -Kumerous 
Desertioiis Reported. 



Oakiund, April 24.— a report irotn San 
Pablo this morninc; aoya that tlio induatria' 
army, wiiioh arrived there at 2:30 p.m. on 
Sunday, is in considerable confusion and its 
future procedure is UDaectaio, Last night 
tho two salooDS in the tovrn were kept open 
, all night and were busy eelliag beer. This 
niorniDg a disturbance broke out between 
eomo of the old loaders .and a fight took 
place. Soveral of the loaders started back 
to Oikkland, and ten or fifteen of the men 
acooonpanied them. The railroad oompany 
is running all traioa through without 
Btopping, and there ia no present prospect 
of the army gatting a train. 

The San Frunoisoo and Oakland Indus- 
trial armies are still camping in and around 
(jarticr's barn at the foot of Broadway. 
Thoy proposfl to parade in the rear of Iho 
grand army this torcnoou but Grand Mar- 
shall Allen annoucoed that ho would u"0 
force to prevent ic and that ho had pt-nnis- 
sion from Governor MarUham to do ko 
Thoy bad a cousultation and soido of thiMH 
wanted to parade and allow tlio wliolu army 
to bo arrested but tho leaders defUiJul ro 
poatpouo tho pjrado until 1 o'clock when 
the grand army review would bo ovtr 

Shortly afior 1 o'clock the iudustii.il 
army atarted on ita parade. The ragf;u.l 
ranks pne.itd up ItroJuUvay to 17th. Aliiioal 
in front of tho free library building a ros- 
trum was provided, and Mrs. Smith ad- 
drosspd the crowd. She eaid : 

" You have witnessed to day a grand 
parade by tho Rrand army. You see before 
you tho ranks of another army — the ranks 
of tho dininhoritod. In the army are men 
who have known bottpr times — bookkeepers, 
engineers, artiBta. We would bo on our 
way to Washington to-day if the pledges 
made to us had been kept. An ellort has 
been made to get us out of the way 
BO that there would not be a display of tho 
p&verty of the people. These men who 
are ragged and forlorn are your brothers. 
Some of them may not bo tho highest typo 
of men, but they are tho victims of cirouui- 
stanoes. They are what you might bo in 
enviroumcut. Wo are peiccful ; our 
methods uro peaceful. We propose to be 
peaceful to tho end. You men in better oir- 
oumstancea know not how soon you may be 
amooc tho unemployed. These men are 
fighting for you poucefully for your rights." 

On Saturday, when the army marched 
out of the city, their leaders signed 
an ogreement with the chief of police 
that in conaidoration of receiving food and 
blankets to which ha and other parties got 
for them, they would leave the city and not 
return again. Their leader eubmitrcd to 
this agreement and it was expected by the 
city authorities that they would live up to 
it. Mayor Pardee stated this afternoon that 
ho could do nothing for the men as ho 
thought tho city had done all they were 
able to do. 

AvocA, Iowa, April 21. — General Kelley, 
in outlining hid plsms for tha end of the 
journey, said that should his army bo ic- 
tused approach to tho Capitol, he would, 
upon bia arrival, take four of his men und 
make a personal appeal to Congresam' n 
Pence, of Colorado, und McGuire, of Cali- 
fornia, and Seua'cr Allen, of Nebraak-i. 
Through their efforts ho hoped to bo 
allowed to draw up hia men in line where 
the law-mil l-ters of the nation might ace 
them. " Petitions from laboring people 
have liton ruiniercuH lir.d ioefTt-ctive in tho 
P'lat," said Kellf-y, " but thia living petition 
will bo hard to pigeon-hole. That ia the 
reason I am leadim; these men to the cap- 
ital. Once Ihere, our plans will bo success- 
fully carried out. Some congreasineu aro 
already pledged to present a memorial in 
our behalf. That memorial ia no-,v being 
drawn up by a well known Washington City 
firm of conslitutioual lawyers, and will be 
ready for us vv-hen we reach onr journey's 
end. Our demands, as set forth in the me- 
morial, will bo about: bb follows : 

" We will ask thit theoommisaion already 
in existence to look after the redeeming of 
desert lands in the West be inatrucrcd to 
prooeed with the work. We will ask ihut 
the men in our army and the great army of 
the unemployed, which we represent, he put 
I'o work on this irrigation. My idea is that 
by the time the arid wascea have been 
wroBted from the sage brush and jack rab- 
bits and the men have saved enough money 
to carry them through their first 
year of farming thoy can settb 
on the hnda they have recUimed 
and within a short period will have de 
velopcd from hnmoleua wanderers into 
steady farmers and property owners. That 
in subntauco will ho our demand. Wo will 
not attempt to dictate whot wugps ahoU bo 
paid. What u-e want iu work. If wo can 
only got to Washington City ; if we lot tho 
lawmakers see that we aro bread-winiicrp, 
honest and sincere, we will be succesrfu! in 
our miaaion, for our demands aro not un- 
reraonabln. I have no connection with 
Coxoy. We will combine with hia army if 
we can roach Washington City in time, but 
if not we will gu alone. " 

BotiNE.snoKo, Md., April 21 — Tho Com 
monwtalera left Camp Uaniol Boone this 
morninc on their long day's march towards 
Frederick. Tho route is over the historic 
battleground of South Mountain. Sheriff 
Herbert accompanied the party to Frederick 
line. 

MiDDLKTOW.v, Md., April 'Zi —The Coxoy 
army passed ihrongh Turner's Gap at half- 
past S this rooruinK. The sheriff met it on 
Bolivar hoighta. The sheriff and his depu- 
ties were mounted r.nd fell in at the head of 
the rear column. They will act aa escort 
through the country. This will coat the 
oonnty thousands of dollars, 

Baltimobb, April 24 — Cox«y arrived 
here from New York this morning and took 
train for Trederiok, where he will rejoin the 
army, The Christoplfer Columbua Jones 
Beption of the ar^y of commonweal broke 
camp all OfaiigBville thia morning and 
marched through tha city en route to Book- 
ville. 

NoKTit Attlebobo,- • Mass, , April '2i — . 
This morning the Boston contingent of the 
unemployed loft the Poor farm, and at 11 
o'clocic crossed tho state line into Paw- 
tuckot, R.I. 'Jhouaonda of people wel- 
comed them as the army marched through 
Main atrcot. Halt wna called D-t noon ; a 
meal at Collyer's park waa partaken of, after 
which thcv roBumod tho march. Providence, 
R.I., will be tho next stop. 

AVKOA, Neb , April 24. — Kelly 'a army 
loft hero on tho cowboy ayatom. Eight 
farm wagons to day left for \N alnut. There 
have been mony desertions. Ic is said 
Kelly baa arranged with the Rook Island 
road for traniportation from tho Atlantic. 

Washington, April 21. — Tho Commis- 
aionoi-d of the liiatriot of Wanhington have 
iflmed a proolumation that " Whurcin, sev- 
eral organized badiea of men are spproaoh- 



ing the District of Columbia with the 
avowed purpoiie of 'i.ieonrlDg auoh con- 
gressional action as will relieve the condition 
of unemployed laborera^ throughout tho 
ooantry ; «nd have invited unemployed 
men und otfaora throughout the country .to 
asaemble in front of the national Capitol on 
the lat day of May for the purpose of oom- 
pulling lAvorablo action by Conijrces by 
mere forco nf numbers and physical pres- 
ence; and whereaa tho conatituliohal right 
of potiiion doea not justify inethoda dangor- 
gerous to peaco and good order, which 
threaten the (|uiet of the national capital 
and are contrary to the law and opposed to 
the ordinary means of obtaining legialativo 
relief under our system of government ; 

"Now therefore, The oommissionerB of

EDWIN BOOTH'S ESTATE, 

The Brother nf the Great Actor Causliii; Dllll. 
culty In liespect to Its Dlstrlbutiun. 

Niiw YouK, April 24. — Dr. Joseph A. 
Booth, the only aurviviog brother of the 
lato Edwin Booth, and a legatee under the 
latter'a will for $10,000, ia causing the ex- 
ecutors some little iuconvenieuco in u legal 
Way. The executors are E. C. Benedict, 
Willian) Bitpbam and John H. Magonlgle. 
The will disposed of personal property to 
the value of about $600^000, most of which 
Went to Edwin Booth's daughter. The law 
provides that executors shall file with the 
surrogate within three niontha an inventory 
of the estate. But, although nearly eight 
months have passed, no inventory 
has been filed in this case. Dr. Booth's 
lawyers, W. VV. Culver and William 
Barnes, of 94 Nassau street, ap- 
plied to Surrogate Arnold last week 
for an order on the executors to file an 
inventory at unco., Thia order was granted 
and was served on thy executors ou .Satur- 
day. Ono of the executors has said, spoak- 
ing on behalf of hiinsulf and colleagufs; 

" We grant that this order signed by the 
surrog'ite ia perfectly legal, and we will have 
ttie inventory filed on or before the '2\'h. 
Tlie reason it had not been done before ia 
because v.'e tl'.ought by delay until a year 
afcer the probate of the will wo would be 
able to save money by reason of a lower as- 
Ecssment and tax. Dr. Ijootli and his at- 
torneys have had full acceaa to tho inven- 
tory of the eatato that was made by appraie- 
ors appointed by the surrogate. They have 
availed themselves of this privilege, and hia 
action now is, to aay the least, peculiar. 
Booth, it is said, expected a larger legacy 
than §10,000." 



"NO. 1" OP THE ANAIICHISTS. 

Arrest of tho Individual Hupposcil to Be 
Director In Chief of the Jlovcnieut. 

London, April 24. — An Italian onarohiat 
named Guiseppe Ferrari, was brought up to 
the Bow street police court yesterday. 
Anarchist Polti had informed the police that 
Ferrari ooonpied among tho anarohist the 
aame position as " No. 1 " in the Penian 
brotherhood. He controlled the oolleotion 
and disbursement of funds and directed the 
manufacture and disposal of bombs, Ferrari 
Was elected at tho international conference 
of anarchists at tho Hague in 1891, to direct 
operations in England, and is a member of 
the autonomy club and received many 
foreigners in his shop. Polti assorts 
that Ferrari furnished money to Ber- 
gen, the French unurcbiab, who was 
fatally injured by tho prematura dis- 
charge of a bomb which ho was carrying in 
tho park and promiaed him (Polti) a pound 
a week for life if he caused an explosion. 
Anarchist literature and important docu- 
ments wore found in Ferrari's rooms, which 
will bo of great 'assistanco to tho police of 
other ci intrios besides England. A polioo- 
man testified that Ferrari said if ho had a 
revolver he would have killed six or seven 
peoplo. " If I had money I would have 
taken Polti's bomb to France or Italy, but 
having none, I meant to use it in the Royal 
exchange of London. I would have thrown 
the bomb and escaped if I could. If I 
failed others would have taken my place." 
Tho prisoner smiled throughout tho pro- 
ceedings. He was remanded.

iOST ON.THB BOOKS. 

Steiuner "JiOB Angeies" Goes Ashore— Care- 
, imnesB of the Third OfUcer 

■.tho-Canse. ' •;■ ,■ ' 

San- FbANoisco, April 24.— The ateamor 
Los Angeles, from San Pedro and way ports 
bound norlh, went aahoro on Saturday near 
Point Sur, 40 miles below Monterey. Two 
bottta cont'iiniog twenty people reached the 
shore, the rest of the puBsongers and crow, 
nuinl^ering fully aa many more, are aup- 
poeed to ho drowned, aa the atoainer sank 
in;meclintely after ntriking the rooks, J. 
H. Cumiiiixge, a civil engineer, of Tacoma, 
Wrtflh., lullu a graphic story of tho wreck. 
Bo found himself in charge of a leaky boat 
tvith a paoiO'Stricken lot of paasangors and 
'Seamen. 

'* There were no oflicera to take charge of 
my bout, so I had to do it myself," said Mr. 
Cutninini^B when seen on the train comiu;; 
from Mooicrcy yesterday. Captain Leland 
stood by the rail and saw that tho last 
woman nod uhild were off the ship before 
he permitted a niun to go down into the 
boats. As fast o,a the women and children 
could be gathered they wore lowered into 
the boat. I saw Steward Hunio working 
like a hero ath'ong them.. ■ , •• , . \M , 

■'It waa ttbput o'olook at nighb when I 
felt a&d j^eAri|. ths' Los Angeles strike a 
rooki and tbeii came two or three thuds," 
aaid &. L Savage, of Stoyton, Or. " Moat 
of the people on board were in bed. I was 
myself, but rose and dressed qaietly. Many 
of the others wero panio-atriken. It seemed 
to 06 about half an hour ejapsed before 
the Vessel sank. There wore four 
boats and a raft made o{ two oylindora, 
and a double rack between them. It rode 
Well) but was far front being an agreeable 
abiding place. There wore five or six of 
Us on board, and just aa wo pushed ofT tho 
Los Angelea weni down. About 15 persons 
Wore 1l>u on bo.vrd tho atcamer, who clunj; 
to the iii.ist mid liggin;;, I hut were alone 
above wiitiJi'. Thi-y v/oro tlie cuptiiin, other 
memboia "f tiic crew luid uomo pusaenuora. 
After \vu hftd iniahed uir 1 picked up a firo- 
mao. ncmicd .lainea BuniB, who hud beea in 
the water for iin hour or more. We wero 
close to point Sur lighthouBo, and could 
see it pliiiuly. There was no fog. Tho 
Btoainor svas a milo out of her coureo. Wo 
kept awiiy from tho rocks with grout diffi- 
culty by tho use of three oars until after 
midnight. Then we saw tho lights of the 
Eurck.v, They would appear, then dis- 
appear, iip[iOur again, and tho huaponse was 
most tenilile, hut she finally came near to 
Ub. The line of kelp, or eeaweed, kept us 
away, uiiJ We hud to work hard on our 
raft to ruiich the steamer Kuroka. The boat 
had been picked up before this. Tho other 
two bouts lauded on tho beach." 

B. Rykfogel, tho third oilicor of tho 
Wrecked steamer Los Angeles, has been ar- 
rested at Monterey. Rykfogel ia tho man 
who Was iu charge of tho steamer at tho 
time of the wreck. Tho masts of the Los 
Angolea are about 10 feet abovo water, but 
she ie breaking up and will he a total loss. 
All the survivors aeem agreed that the dis- 
aster Was caused by Che negligence of tho 
third officer, Rykfogel, who failed to call 
Captain Jjoland when inatruoted, and who 
Bteered the vessel from her oourae. 

AMEJaiCAN THBOSOPfflSTS. 

A Posalblllty of Their Splitting OIT From the 
Parent Stem. 

San Francisco, April 24.— -The delegates 
to the anuual convention of tho American 
Thooaophio*! society have practically con- 
cluded their business, and to-day are visit- 
ing points of interest about tho city. This 
afternoon they were ot tho Midwintar Ex- 
position. Notwithataodiog tho vindication 
of General Secretary Judge, it is the opinion 
of oiaQy of the delegates that the trouble in 
the society is not by any means ended, and 
that the high priests of the order, who are 
under the iufiaenoe to a very large decree 
of the Hioda tbeosophi ats, will arrogate to 
themselves the authority of a supreme 
tribunal, and possibly auapend the Ameri- 
can Section from full oommunion. In 
this event there is likely to be a gplit in the 
order. Jt ia a fact that many of the most 
prominent members of the aooiety in this 
country have for some time been routloaa be- 
cauBo of tho Mahutmaa, or tho perfected 
meD from whom tho teachings of thoosophy 
aro aupp35ed lo come, are domiciled in In 
dia. Th'-y are uoderatood to contend that 
there ig no reason why there should not be 
American Mahatmas, and in fact, it is 
strongly euapeoted that they aro themselves 
willing 10 be re'^ irdod as perfected men, and 
orgaaa of theoaoph icai philosophy. It is 
therefore not unlikely thiit tho theOBophists 
will bo called upon to deal with a division 
in their ranks, and that an opposition to the 
philoaophera of the mountains of India will 
bo atartod on this sidi of tho Atlantic.

York; Troaaurer, Alex. FuUorton, Now 
York; Rxeoutivo Committee. Alex. Fuller- 
ton, E. B. Page, New York; D. R. Ander- 
BOD, Sao Francisco; AlphouB M. Smith, 
Chicago and R. Croaline, IJoaton, with a 
full list of oouncillora. A resolution relative 
to the repreaentacion of the American sec- 
tion in the next aBsemblago of the Theoso- 
phioal oooventinn in India was adopted after 
didousaiou desianating W. Q Judge as Am- 
erican representative, but the ezpedionoy of 
making the journey to India for' that pur- 
pose is left to hia own discretion. A reao- 
lution was atao paased urging the oounoil to 
provide foroqnventions of the three sections 
in rotation annually.

A^'t'al•y Seai'cli for His 
Missing: Stepsou. 



Tiio Lost Lad Left Wliatcoiii ou a 
"CiaiomiDg" Expedition 
bix Weeks Ago. 



Mr. John H. Ward, of New Whatcom, 
Wash., was anxiously Bearohing the city of 
Viotoria yesterday fur his step-son, Willie 
Palmer, a lad of sixteen, who has been miss- 
ing from hia homo for almost six weeks, and 
in coDneotion with whose disappearance tho 
anxious parents auspeot foul play of some 
kind. No tidings of the boy were obtained 
here, and tho father with tho frisnd who 
accompanies him on his fiueat will loavo 
this morning for Saanieh, where they hope 
to pick up another thread in the myalerious 
case. As he told it to Sorneant LuDRluy of 
the Provincial police, and to Acting Chief 
Walker of the city force, Ward's story ia a 
strange one ; both those ollicera announco 
their' conviotion that thero is somolbing 
in it. 

Willio Palmer for some years lived with 
his mother and stepfather in this city, Mr. 
Wurd beinj^ employed by Ed. Lines for a 
conaideralile time, and afterwards working 
for other Vutorlane, who give him a good 
char.»cter aa an industrious reliable man. 
Nut long ago the loinily removed to 15ol- 
linghani I5ay, and during tho past few 
moiitha f.hu huad ul the houaohuld has been 
getting woik wlierever it was to 
had, beiug employed 



for 



ho 

time uo iho dau Juiin'Umo kilns and 
latterly in rjio seivice uf a Whatoon dairy- 
man. While ha was away from homo early 
in Mitch, the boy Willie formed the 
acquaintance of a wandering fisherman and 
uoiaadic hunter named Bishop, an ex- 
mem bor of the Salvation army corps in this 
city. This man invited the lad to aocom- 
paLy hiui on a few days' "clamming" 
among the islands, and they left together on 
Bishop'a aloop. 

Tho daya pnased, and tlio boy did not re- 
turn to hia home, where lie was daily ex- 
pected, nor were any tidings received of 
hini. Tho weeks hecamo a month, and a 
fortnight later IJishop reappeared with the 
aloop, but not tho hoy. .^lr. Ward and hia 
wife questioned him as to liiu lad'a where- 
ahouLa, and were surprised at receiving tho 
answer that tho lad had not been with him at 
all — that ho had never seen him. The father 
did not accept these Btatomenta as 'ho truth, 
and in the abaouce of tho owner aoirched 
Bishop's aloop, Verifying his previous con- 
victions by finding scovved away in it bed- 
ding and clothing bolouaiug to the boy. 
Tho handles of tho oars and a piece of sail 
had blood-marka upon them and this arous- 
ing the fears of tho abxioua ones, tho Dis- 
trict Attorney and tho local police woro com- 
nmnicated with, Ward uppljing for the 
arrest of Bishop, who, ho believed, knew 
all about his son's disappearance. Both tho 
D.'strict Attorney and tho police declined to 
take this action, explaining that to deprive 
any man of hia liberty it was necessary to 
have something inoro than suapiciona to 
work upon. Afc^wdaya later }3i«hop left 
again to bis sloop. 

He was followed by Ward and a neighbor 
in a fitberman's boit that had been loaned 
them. In a Btorm they lost the trail, but 
coutinued their oiuise among the islands of 
the San Juan archipelago, hoping to gain 
Bon e news from tho settlers concerning the 
lost boy. At several ot 'ho islands Bishop 
■imi the' lid had bctll §.'C'U iOgstllor. ih- 
man explaining to some of !!'.5 residents 
that his younj; companion waa a little 
h'pmoleta chap whom lie had picked up at 
Seattle, and to others t;hat he was his own 
o'lild. At Roche harbor tho hoy had been 
ill and apparently aulForing from want and 
exposure, and had been kindly treated by 
white friends and by an Indian named To n. 
When they Itft Friday haibjr it was said 
they had gone in tho direction of Victoria, 
and so the father shaped his cuurso 
hither. He had previously been told by 
a resident of Lopez island that Bishop hud 
accounted to him for the absence of the lad 
on the return trip by saying that he had cast 
in his lot with the Indiana on tho Saanioh 
reservation. This induced Ward and 
his compiiiiou to visit Saanioh, where 
accompanied by the resident con- 
stable, Mr. Moore, he interviewed 
all tho LuUtina. 'Tv.o little lads 
were the only onea who could give any in- 
formation ; tho elder had, he said, t raded 
canoes with Bishop on Henry iahwui about 
three weeks ai<o. The boy was at that time 
with him, and told the Indian lad that ho 
waa afraid of Bishop and was g'ling to break 
away from hirn as aoon us ho dared. This 
wan the last news obtained of lii.n. 

Ward does not eay that he thinks Bishop 
made away with the boy, but ho does be- 
lieve that ho knows what has become of 
him and ho is afraid to tell it for fear of 
getting into trouble.

DRY GOODS LITTLE ALTERED. 

Ell'ects of the Khier Weather Hardly Vet 
Xotlei'ubli— DIsitiipointiiieut iit tho 
Lack of liuprovenient. 

Nkw Yokk, April 2-1.— The Journal of 
Commerce and Uommeroial Bulletin tO' 
morrow will eay : There ' has been little 

alteration in the dry goods market; during 
tho week, aa although tho finer weather has 
improved business with the retailors 
anaterialty, and to some degree with jobbers, 
the efifeots have as yet hardly been notice' 
able. in tho primary market. The general 
demand is still of a hesitating character, 
and there is less reported as doing 
in the way of special busiuees, 
partly on account of the indiffcrenco of 
buyers and partly owing to tho cleaning up 
of li number of stock balances previously 
pressed for sale. The tone of tho market is 
practically unaltered. There ia some dia 
appointment felt at tho abBonco of improve- 
ment in businesH, but this is not reflected in 
any greater weaknesa in prices than pre- 
vailed a week ago. In fact, where tho ir- 
regularity huadecroased, it has been by agents 
refusing after cleaning up stocks, to take 
ordera ou tho basis of forced busiueas. 'The 
f(U03tion ot fuiure supplies has had little at- 
tention paid to it cf lato Buyers have found 
tho available geiicrally largo enough to 
give thorn plenty of rooni to work round in, 
and have as a rule heeded little beyond 
that. Tho probability of a further curtail- 
ment of production has, howevor, been em- 
phasizo i by the decision of the Amoskoag 
cotiipuny to reduce their output, and fur- 
ther dovolopments are looked for. At tho 
close of tho week tho attention of the 
market is almost monopolized by the large 
auction sales of flannels."
